previous to the announcement, 

Each member institution also has a chance co nominate a male or female student- 
athlete for one of the prestigious Big 12 Conference postgraduate scholarships at the 
end of the academic year. More than 40 aspiring scholars have received over $150,000 
in financial aid during the first four years of the program, 

Sportsmanship has been an item high on the Big 12 agenda since Commissioner 
Kevin Weiberg became the league's third chief executive in December, 1998, The 
conference developed and has maintained a Sportsmanship Statement that applies to 
all student-athletes, coaches and administrators throughour the league. 

Providing a “level playing field" for participants in all Big 12 sports also figures 
into the competitive equity equation.

Current and former student-athletes at Big 12 schools have claimed more than 800 
NCAA crowns and 165 national team championships since the league's formation. 
Commissioner Weiberg, acting in accord with the Big 12 Board of Directors, also 
has contracted most major championship sites and dates through the 2004-05 
academic year. The league office also has negotiated critical media (television/radio/ 
print) contracts and ongoing bowl agreements. 

In all, the Big 12 Conference serves as a conduit for student-athletes to compete 
at their best on a level playing field with the highest ideals of sportsmanship. The 
various governance groups within the league seck to keep these principles in the 
forefront as the Big 12 achieves continued national prominence. 

The Big 12 utilizes a North-South divisional format in football, with the two 
Oklahoma schools and the four Texas schools making up the Big 12 South, while 
Nebraska, Kansas, Kansas State, lowa State, Colorado and Missouri compete in the 
Big 12 North. The champions of each division face each other in a showdown in early 
December to determine the Big 12 representative to the Bowl Alliance. The Big 12 
was the only conference with two teams participating in the alliance in each of the first 
two years following the formation of the Bowl Alliance. Nebraska captured the national 
title in the ESPN/USA Today football poll on Jan. 2, 1998, with a 42-17 victory over 
Tennessee in the FedEx Orange Bowl. 

In addition to an automatic berth in the Bowl Championship Series (which began 
before the 1998 season), the Big 12 also has ties to six other bowl games, including 
the Southwestern Bell Cotton Bowl Classic, Culligan Holiday Bowl, Mainstay

On the basketball court as well as the other 18 sports in which Big 12 
Championships are contested besides football, the conference has no divisional format. 
The schools play an intradivisional round-robin with every team playing all other 
teams. 

For the second year in a row, the Huskers collected more Big 12 titles than any other 
team during the 2000-01 academic year. Nebraska captured titles in soccer, volleyball, 
men's and women's indoor track, women's gymnastics, softball and baseball. The 
Huskers also added Big 12 Tournament titles in soccer and baseball. 

The Big 12 is home to more than 4,000 student-athletes on 209 teams in the 21 
men's and women's Big 12-sponsored sports. Men's programs regulated by the 
conference include baseball, basketball, cross country, football, golf, indoor/outdoor 
track and field, swimming and diving, tennis and wrestling. On the women's side, 
Big 12 programs include basketball, cross country, golf, gymnastics, indoor/outdoor 
urack and field, soccer, softball, swimming and diving, tennis and volleyball. 

Off the playing fields, life skills for student-athletes and involvement in the Special 
Olympics have been integral parts of the Big 12 Conference mission since its inception. 
Dr. Prentice Gautt, a trendsetter in college athletics, life skills, student services and 
community action, has been the driving force in both of these areas since he joined 


the Big 12 staff as associate commissioner in March, 1995.

NCAA Tournaments, advanced to seven NCAA Final Fours, won the 2000 and 
1995 NCAA Championship and produced 21 athletes who have won 38 All- 
America awards. 

Cook credited the NU Coliseum with willing the Huskers to a come-from- 
behind, 3-2 win over South Carolina in the 2000 NCAA second round. And 
During Pettit’s tenure, he was always quick to point out that part of Nebraska's solid 
foundation came from fantastic facilities, specifically its home court in the 4,200- 
seat, Nebraska Coliseum. 

“Winston Churchill said ‘in the beginning, we build buildings. In the end, we 
are shaped by the buildings we live in.’ I think the Coliseum shapes Nebraska 
volleyball,” Pettit said. “It’s an environment that creates intimacy. It’s a classic structure 
and in a lot of ways reflects what the Nebraska program is all about.” 

The Coliseum, which sits nestled on the university campus, is a beautiful 
display of architecture highlighted by its powerful Roman columns gracing the front 


steps. But while irs beauty is appreciated by Husker players, coaches and fans, it is 


one of the most-dreaded places for opponents to play in the sport of volleyball, and 


est places to play in college athletics.

in the Coliseum.

years of play, only three conference 
opponents have managed to win in 
Lincoln. Nebraska suffered its first- 
ever regular-season loss to a conference 
foe in 1999, falling to Kansas State,

on Sept. 22, snapping a streak of 101 
consecutive wins against regular- 
season conference opponents. 
Nebraska lost a 2-1 decision to 
Missouri on Oct. 15, 1977, but no 
regular-season standings were kept 
until 1983. Nebraska's only other 
loss in Lincoln was a 2-3 decision to 
Colorado on Oct. 8, 1997, in the 
Bob Devaney Sports Center, giving 
NU a 152-2 all-time league record 
in the Coliseum.

its long, hard-fought battles.

“The players use the energy and electricity from the 
fans to pull chem through difficult stretches. | don’t think that it’s as big an 
advantage against the elite teams, but it definitely makes a difference.” 

Nebraska has used that success at home to propel it through the NCAA 
Tournament, 

The Huskers have hosted an NCAA Tournament match every season since 
1984 and have capitalized on every opportunity by compiling a 32-1 playoff record 
in the stoic building. And Nebraska fans have been rewarded by seeing each of the 
Huskers’ NCAA regional championships won on their home court. 

Nebraska carried a 65-match Coliseum win streak into the 1999 season, but 
suffered a loss to No. 6 Pacific in the State Farm/NACWAA Classic semifinal.

The Coliseum was home to the Nebraska basketball team from 1926 through 1977 and 
seated 8,500 before undergoing several remodels. 
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The Huskers have posted 11 undefeated seasons in the Nebraska Coliseum and 
consistently draw the top volleyball crowds in the country. 


Ironically, the streak began after NU’s loss to No, I-ranked Stanford in the State 
Farm/NACWAA Classic Championship on Aug. 26, 1995. 

The win streaks are a direct result of Nebraska's frenzied crowds that routinely 
jam the building’s bleachers. The Huskers finished second in the nation in 2000 
with an average attendance of 4,224. 

Fans have been known to line up as much as four to five hours in advance to see 
their Husker volleyball ream in action. During the 2000 season, fans set an NCAA 
regular-season attendance mark of 12,504 for a match against Colorado in the Bob 
Devaney Sports Center. Nebraska has averaged over 3,000 fans for nine of the past 
11 seasons. 

The Coliseum’s roots go back to the 1920s when it was the home for the Husker 
basketball team. NU’s cagers played on its hardwood floors from 1926 to 1977, 
when the construction on the Bob Devaney Sports Center was completed. 

Since then, the volleyball team has been its lone tenant. In 1991, the Huskers 
had a one-year hiatus from the Coliseum while the building was being renovated 
and tailored for volleyball. The renovation provided a more comfortable atmosphere 
for players, coaches and fans. Among the additions were a new sound system, 
scoreboard, overhead lights and a new floor. Offices for coaches and administrators, 
as well as. a conference/media room, were constructed for a better working environment. 
In 1997, the Husker locker room and ready room underwent a complete facelift.

NCAA Principles 
EB: 

Icis the responsibility of the University of Nebraska to control its intercollegiate 
athletic program in compliance with the rules and regulations of the NCAA. 
R ibili 

The University of Nebraska’s responsibility for the conduct of its program 
includes responsibility for the actions of its staff members and for the actions of 
any other individual, booster or organization engaged in activities promoting the 
athletic interests of the institution. 
Compliance 

The University of Nebraska must monitor its program to assure compliance 
and to identify and report to the NCAA instances in which compliance has not been 
achieved. An institution found to have violated NCAA rules is subject to 
disciplinary and corrective actions as determined by the NCAA. 


NCAA Definitions 

letic entative: 

You are considered to bea University of Nebraska athletic representative if you: 
* Are a present or past member of a University of Nebraska booster club or agency 
thar promotes the Huskers’ intercollegiate athletic program; 
* Have made financial concributions to the athletic department or to an athletic 
booster organization of the University of Nebraska; 
* Are, or have been, providing benefits (¢.g., summer jobs, meals etc.) to enrolled 
student-athletes, their family members or friends; 
* Are, or have been involved in any manner of promoting the University of Nebraska 


intercollegiate athletic program. 


Please note: Once an individual is identified as an athletic representative, that 
person retains that identity indefinitely, The University of Nebraska is ultimately 
responsible for the acts of all “representatives of athletic interests” in relation to NCAA 
rules and regulations. 


Prospective Student-Athlete 


A prospective student-athlete is a student who has started classes for the ninth 
grade or above, including students in prep schools and junior colleges as well as 
students who have officially withdrawn from a four-year institution and plan to 
transfer to another institution. In addition, a student who has not started classes 
for the ninth grade becomes a prospective student-athlete if the institution or a 
booster provides the individual or the individual's relatives or friends with any 
financial assistance or benefits that the institution does not provide to prospective 
students in general. A good rule of thumb is to treat ALL STUDENTS as prospects. 
Student-Athlete 

A student-athlete is a student whose enrollment was solicited by a member of 
the athletic staff or other representative of athletic interests with a view toward the 
student's ultimate participation in the intercollegiate athletic program. 

Contact 

A contact is any face-to-face encounter between a prospect, or the prospect's 
parent or legal guardian, and an institutional staff member or athletic representative 
during which any dialogue occurs. 

Recruiti 

Recruiting is any solicitation of a prospect or a prospect's family member (or 

guardian) by an institutional staff member or by athletic representative of the 


in an attempt to evaluate or recruit the prospect. 

* A booster may not expend funds to entertain or provide transportation for a 
prospective student-athlete, family members or friends. 

* A booster may not become directly or indirectly involved in making arrangements 
for a prospect, or the prospect's relative or friends to receive money or financial aid 
of any kind. 

* A booster may not contact a prospective student-athlete through letrer writing, 
telephone calling or other forms of communication.

* Do discuss summer employment opportunities with a prospect after he/she has 
signed a National Letter of Intent with the University of Nebraska. 
* Do attend high school athletic events without contacting prospective student-athletes. 
* Do continue existing friendships with families and friends of prospective student- 
athletes. 
* Do send recommendation letters, newspaper clippings or similar information about 
prospective student-athletes to Husker coaches. 


Extra Benefits Guidelines and Reminders for Boosters 
Extra Benefit 

An extra benefit is any special arrangement by an institutional employee or an 
athletic representative to provide a student-athlete or the student-athlete’s relative or 
friend a benefit not expressly authorized by NCAA legislation, 

Boosters may not provide any special arrangement considered to be an extra benefit 
by NCAA definition, Examples of extra benefits include but are not limited to: 
* Providing cash or loans of any amount; 
* Signing or co-signing for a loan or other forms of financial assistance; 
* Providing the use of a telephone to make local or long distance calls; 


* Transporting a student-athlete or providing the use of a vehicle; 


Providing free or reduced rent housing; 
Giving gifts of any kind (i.e. birthday, Christmas, Valentine's Day); 


* Promising a student-athlete post-graduate education or employment; 


Offering free services (i.e. clothing, airline tickets, laundry, car repair, haircuts, 
restaurant meals); 
* Providing payment to a student-athlete for a booster club speaking engagement; 


* Providing employment for relatives or friends. 


However, here are a few ways that a Husker booster may help: 

* Do invite a student-athlete to participate in non-profit, charitable or educational 
events. 

* Do invite a student-athlete into your home for an occasional meal. 

* Do contact the NU Athletic Compliance Office for approval prior to a student-athlete 
engaging in outside speaking or promotional activities. 

* Do pay astudent-athlete the commensurate rate for actual and legitimate employment.

The Story of the Cornhusker Legend 


Before 1900, Nebraska football 
teams were known by such names as 
the Old Gold Knights, Antelopes 
and the Bugeaters. But in 1900, 
Lincoln sportswriter Charles S. (Cy) 
Sherman, who was to gain national 
renown as the sports editor of the 
Lincoln Star and help originate the 
Associated Press football poll, tired 
of referring to the Nebraska teams 
with such an unglamorous term as 
Bugeaters. Iowa had from time to time 
been called the Cornhuskers, and the 
name appealed to Sherman. 

Iowa partisans seemed to prefer 
Hawkeyes, so Sherman started 
referring to the Nebraska team as 


a Nebraska byword, eventually 
becoming the official nickname for 
the state and all athletic reams. 
The cartoon character, "Herbie 
Husker” evolved out of Nebraska's 
trip to the 1974 Cotton Bowl in 
Dallas. Artist Dirk West of 
Lubbock, Texas, designed a 
Cornhusker cartoon for the Cotton 
Bowl press headquarters that caught 
the eye of former Nebraska SID Don 
Bryant. In the fall of 1993, the 
athletic department unveiled a block 
N logo with a script "Huskers.”

The memories of a perfect season remain 
fresh in the minds of the Nebraska volleyball 
players. The Huskers’ storybook 2000 in- 
cluded a preseason trip to China, a Big 12 
Conference title and the program’s second 
national championship. Nebraska became just 
the second team in NCAA Division I volley- 
ball history to finish a season undefeated. The 
Huskers were also the first volleyball ream to be 
invited to a White House ceremony honoring 
their accomplishments, 

Bur Nebraska Coach John'Cook can think 
of only one thing he would like to do with those 
memories. 

Forget them. 

Fast. 

“IF we worry about defending something, 
if we worry about what happened last year, then 
we won't be living in the here and the now,” 
Cook said. “Last season was perfect in just about 
every way, but we're going to have to get rid of 
that at some point — visually and emotionally. 

“We didn’t have any expectations last year. 
This year, the expectations couldn't be higher. 
This is a new team, and there are plenty of 
challenges waiting for us.” 

Nebraska will play perhaps the toughest 
non-conference schedule in the country, The 
Huskers’ first nine matches of the season will 
be against teams thar qualified for the 2000 
NCAA Tournament, including three matches 
against teams that finished the season ranked among the 
USA Today/AVCA Top 10.

Pilakowski burst onto 
the national scene last season in her first year as a starter, 
leading the Huskers with 4.30 kills per game and a .336 
hitting percentage, the best mark by a Big 12 outside 
hitter.

“We're looking for Laura to improve in all of her 
skills in addition to attack,” Cook said. “She is a big-time 
player, and she needs to realize that,” 

Sophomore Amy Sibbernsen and junior Pam Krejei 
will compete with sophomore Anna Schrad for time at 
the other left -side position. Cook said that Schrad, who 
competed alongside Allyne Rebholz on the U.S. Junior 
National Team during the summer, is without a doubt 
the Huskers’ best left-side blocker and an excellent 


server. Schrad briefly filled a starting role for the Huskers

last season when Pilakowski underwent an 
emergency appendectomy two weeks before the 
NCAA Tournament. 

“Anna was under a lot of pressure when she 
had to step in for Laura during the NCAA 
Tournament last season, and she responded 
well,” Cook said. “Those experiences are going 
to help her this season.” 

Krejci will move from middle blocker to 
give the Huskers more depth at outside hitter. 
One of the Huskers’ most versatile players, 
Krejci has played all three attacker positions and 
has made great strides during the past year. 

“Pam was our most improved player last 
spring, and she is really developing into an 
exceptional student-athlete,” Cook said. “She's 
been in the program for three years, she has a 
lot of experience now, and she is ready to make 
a big-time contribution to this team.” 

Sibbernsen, who started 19 matches as a 
freshman at Michigan State last year, gave the 
Huskers even more depth on the outside when 
she decided to transfer to NU for her sophomore 
season. Although a steady attacker, Sibbernsen 
has impressed the NU coaches the most with 
her serving, passing and defense, Cook said, 

Rachel Baumstark, a redshirt freshman 
who would have competed for significant play- 
ing time on the outside, suffered the second 
ACL injury of her career and underwent sur- 
gery in April. Baumstark isn't expected to 
return until the spring. 

In part to make up for the loss, Cook will move 
freshman Allyne Rebholz, a U.S. Junior National Team 
member, from middle blocker to outside hitter. Rebholz 
has impressed the coaches with her quick arm swing and 
her knowledge of the game. 

Filling the right-side position will be two-time All- 
American Nancy Metcalf (formerly Meendering), The 
1999 Big 12 Player of the Year, Metcalf redshirted in 
2000 after training with the USA National Team during 
the offseason. 

Already one of the most dynamic attackers in school 
history, Metcalf used her season on the sideline co perfect 
a jump serve and to develop into one of Nebraska’s best 
defensive players. 

“Nancy might be the best all-around player in 
college volleyball, and no one has forgotten that,” Cook 
said. “She really grew mentally in her approach to the 


game while sitting out a year. She has a tremendous

The Middle Blockers 


Nebraska will showcase the best middle blocker 
tandem in the nation in Amber Holmquist and Jenny 
Kropp. 

Holmquist led the nation in blocks per game last 
season with 1.98, a Nebraska school record. 

Holmquist, also the single-season school record 
holder in block assists and total blocks, also showed great 
offensive potential in 2000, averaging 3.19 kills per 
game and ranking fourth nationally in hitting percent- 
age. Cook said the Huskers hope to build on that 
potential in 2001. NU worked extensively in the spring 
on getting Holmquist the ball more in transition. 

“Amber has proven, beyond a doubt, that she is one 
of the best blockers ever at Nebraska,” Cook said. “This 
season, we are going to require her to be a more dynamic 
attacker. She is ready for more opportunities offen- 
sively.” 

Kropp will also be expected to shoulder a bigger 
offensive load in 2001. The Grand Island, Neb., native, 
will play two rotations in the front row alongside two- 
time All-American Nancy Metcalf. If teams key on 
Metcalf, Kropp’s attack opportunities will likely increase 


after averaging 2.70 kills per game last season.

“Greicha was the national player of the year last 
season,” Cook said.

John Cook's first year as the head coach of the University of 
Nebraska volleyball team was one to remember. He certainly had 
big shoes to fill after taking over for the legendary Terry Pettit, who 
spent 23 seasons as NU’s head coach, but Cook exceeded all 
expectations. Cook was named the AVCA Coach of the Year as he 
guided the Huskers to a perfect season in which they became just 
the second team in NCAA history to cap an undefeated season 
with a national ticle. 

The Huskers were ranked No. 1 in the AVCA/USA Today 
Top 25 poll for a record 14 straight weeks. Nebraska also broke 
single-season school records for wins and winning percentage. 

The Nebraska players flourished under Cook, whose 
responsibilities include working directly with the NU setters. 
Sophomore setter Greichaly Cepero earned AVCA National

Cook was no stranger to Husker volleyball though, as he served 
as an assistant coach under Pettit for three seasons from 1988 to 
1991, and the decision to return to Nebraska was quickly made. 

“You don't get opportunities very often to hire brilliant young 
coaches who have been part of your program and have gone elsewhere 
and succeeded admirably,” Nebraska Director of Athletics Bill Byrne 
said on the day of Cook's appointment. “When we had the opportunity 
to bring John to Nebraska, I knew it was an opportunity that we 
couldn't pass up.” 

Cook's accomplishments at Wisconsin earned him praise as one 
of the game's top young coaches. Cook built the Badger program 
into a top-10 program during his seven-year career in Madison, 
which included back-to-back trips to the NCAA regional finals in 
1997 and 1998, 

In his final match at Wisconsin, Cook's Badgers fell to the 
Huskers in a three-hour, five-game battle in the 1998 Pacific Regional 
Championship in the Nebraska Coliseum. Wisconsin ended the 
season ranked seventh in the final USA Today/AVCA Coaches Poll 
after compiling a 30-5 overall record. 

Cook, 44, compiled a 161-73 record at the helm of the Badgers, 
including an 89-51 league mark in one of the nation’s toughest 
conferences. He was named the Big Ten Co-Coach and AVCA 
District 2 Coach of the Year in 1997 after leading the Badgers to a

advanced to six straight postseason tournaments, 
qualifying for the NCAA tournament in 1993, 1994, 
1996, 1997 and 1998. In 1995, Wisconsin won the 
National Invitational Volleyball Championship with a 
perfect 6-0 record. 

During his tenure at UW, he coached four All- 
Americans, nine AVCA All-District award winners, 
11 All-Big Ten honorees and two Big Ten Freshmen 
of the Year. He also coached 21 Academic All-Big 10 
selections during his seven seasons. 

Cook also brings Olympic and championship 
experience to the Husker staff, As the first assistant 
coach with the U.S. Men’s National Volleyball team, 
Cook aided the United States to a bronze medal in the 
1992 Olympic Games in Barcelona. The team’s 
defensive coordinator, he was also in charge of scouting 
and supervising the team’s flexibility, strength and 
conditioning programs. 

For his Olympic coaching experience, Cook was 
honored in June of 1993 at the NACDA/USOC 
Collegiate Coaches Recognition Awards Luncheon. 

During his first tenure at Nebraska (1989-91), 
the Huskers advanced to the NCAA Final Four two of 
the three seasons, including a runner-up finish in 
1989, Nebraska also went 36-0 in conference play, 
capturing three Big Eight Conference championships 
each of those three seasons, During that time, he served 
as Pettit’s recruiting coordinator, chief scout, strength 


and conditioning coordinator and was the liaison with

His first coaching stint came in 1990 when he joined 
the staff of Asics Munciana Volleyball Club. The highlight 
of his four-year stint came in 1992 when he helped guide 
the 18-and-under squad to a United States Volleyball 
Association national runner-up finish, Skinner’s coaching 
resume also includes working with the U.S, Junior Men’s 
National Team that went 7-0 in a tournament in Argentina 
before losing to a professional club. 

A 1993 graduate of Ball State, Skinner was an outside 
attacker from 1990 to 1993, helping BSU to a 28-11 
record and a third-place finish at the 1990 NCAA 
Championships. The squad tied for first in the Midwest 
Intercollegiate Volleyball Association before winning the 
league tournament to advance to the national tournament, 
He was a team captain his final two seasons, including his 
senior season when Skinner totaled 209 kills and 138 digs. 

The two-time recipient of the Mid-American 
Conference Commissioner's Award for Academic Excellence 
ended his career with 414 digs, which ranked 13th in BSU 
history at the time. He also ranked 13th with 54 career 
service aces, while his average of 2.14 kills per game is 16th 
on the school’s all-time list.

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When Director of Athletics Bill Byrne came to the 
University of Nebraska in 1992, his vision was 


extensive: balance the budget, provide a stable firan- 
cial base to build successful programs into the next 
millennium, provide complete and integrated services 


for Husker student-athletes, improve NU's aging 


facilities for the benefit of student-athletes and fans, 
and make Nebraska the best athletic program in the nation. In his nine years with the 
Huskers, he has pursued that vision with passion. 

Nebraska resides among the nation's best in all sports. The Huskers have ranked 
among the top 15 in the Sears Directors’ Cup in each of the last six years with a school- 
best fourth-place showing in 1996-97. 

Improving facilities to pave the way to success has been a priority. Facility upgrades 
were not only needed to recruit the nation's top athletes, but to provide improved fan 
amenities and safety. The 1999 season unveiled NU's biggest project yet, the $36.1 
million Memorial Stadium Improvement Project, which included much more than just 
42 skyboxes and a press facility. Most impressively, the project provided a sound 
financial base for the future. Memorial Stadium improvements began with the addition 
of wwo HuskerVision replay boards in 1994, allowing Nebraska to become the first 
collegiate-owned venue to feature replay boards for its fans. Memorial Stadium was 
renovated to include an expanded training room, improved locker rooms, a new public 
address system, expanded restrooms, improved concession areas and improyed seating 
for disabled fans. Complete waterproofing and concrete repair will continue throughout 
the stadium through the next several years. 

The facility updates do not end with the football program, The University of Nebraska, 
the City of Lincoln and Lincoln Professional Baseball broke ground on a new $32.1 
million baseball/softball complex in April, 2000, Byrne led fund-raising efforts for the 
complex, which will be home to both the NU baseball and softball teams in 2002, and 
was also called home by Lincoln's new Northern League franchise, the Saltdogs, for 
the first time in the summer of 2001. The baseball stadium boasts a capacity of 6,000 
and features 16 skybox suites, while the softball stadium will have a capacity of about 
2,500 when it is completed. The baseball and softball stadiums also boast state-of- 
the-art technology with an underground heating system for the playing field, allowing 
groundskeepers to grow grass year-round. 

Byrne also helped guide the more than $7.9 million in 
improvements that took place at the Bob Devaney Sports Center 
before the start of the 1999-2000 campaign, including the 
addition of HuskerVision screens. The project included im- 
proved fan amenities, better seating for disabled fans and a 
complete upper concourse renoyation with a Hall of Honor, 
Husker Timeline and other exhibits commemorating a century 
of NU athletics, Other improvements to Devaney under Byrne's 
watch include a new locker room for women's staff, a new roof over 
the pool area and the basketball arena, remodeling of the central

In 1998-99, he Abbott Sport Soccer Connex received a new press facility, which 
helped secure three home games in the NGAA Women's Soccer Championships in 
1999. The women's rifle program also kicked off its first season with a new shooting 
range. In 1997-98, the NU Softball Complex received a new press box and exit plaza, 
while the NU Coliseum received a new volleyball ready room. 

During Byrne's tenure at Nebraska, the Athletic Ticker Office relocated ro the 
Stadium Drive Parking Garage along with the Huskers Authentic retail store, and the 
Athletic Marketing and Development offices moved to the South Stadium Office 
Building. Improvements and reorganization of the offices within the athletic department 
have helped make Nebraska more user-friendly and better able to utilize Byrne's plan 
of "one-stop shopping” for fans and student-athletes, He reorganized Nebraska's fund- 
raising efforts and started an integrated marketing and licensing program, which quickly 
moved among the top five revenue-generating programs in the country. 

Byrne orchestrated these improvements while maintaining his belief in keeping a 
balanced budget. NU had a $2.5 million deficit when Byrne arrived in 1992. While 
operating on a $40 million budget, the deficit is gone and the athletic program now 
provides more than $40 million in economic impact to the Lincoln community each year. 

He has made 10 coaching hires in the last eight years, and his ability to recognize 
young, charismatic talent is evident. In fact, eight of Byrne's hires reached NCAA 
postseason play during their first ovo years at Nebraska, while seven have finished a 
season among the top eight in the nation. 

Since joining the Huskers, Byrne hired Dan Kendig in 1994 for women's gymnastics 
(advanced to the NCAA Championships six of the last seven seasons, including a school- 
best fourth-place finish in 2000); women's soccer coach John Walker in 1994 (advanced 
to the NCAA Sweet 16 five straight seasons, including Elite Eight in 1996 and 1999); 
Paul Sanderford for women’s basketball in 1997 (earned NCAA Tournament berths 
each of first three seasons); Bill Straub for women's bowling in 1997 (won national titles 
in 1999 and 2001); Dave Van Horn to lead the baseball program in 1998 (won three 
straight conference cournament titles and advanced to the 2001 College World Series); 
football coach Frank Solich in 1997 (guided Nebraska to a Big 12 tide and No. 2 final 
ranking in 1999); Karen Anthony for women's rifle in 1998 (finished third and sixth 
at NCAA Championships the past two years); John Cook for volleyball in 1999 (guided 
NU to an undefeated season and national title in his first year in 2000); Barry Collier

In the past seven years, Byrne has promoted three women to senior

Byrne has continued to make great strides in helping Nebraska improve its rank 
among the nation's elite, even though the Huskers entered the powerful Big 12 
Conference in 1996, During the 2000-01 season, Nebraska: 

® finished in the top 25 nationally in 11 sports (football, volleyball, soccer, baseball, 
bowling, women's gymnastics, women's swimming and diving, women’s indoor track, 
rifle, wrestling and softball). 

® recorded its sixth consecutive top-15 finish in the Sears Directors’ Cup standings 
with a 13th-place showing in Division I. 

* won seven regular-season Big 12 championships (soccer, volleyball, men’s indoor 
track, women's indoor track, women's gymnastics, baseball and softball) and two Big 
12 tournament titles (baseball and soccer). 

Byrne has worked tirelessly to establish close ties with the NU community and has 
canvassed the state visiting with boosters to learn the needs of all Husker fans. In 
conjunction with the rest of the NU administration, Byrne arranged to use the Husker 
football and basketball networks to promote causes and concerns important to the 
university community, including the institution's increased role in research. 

Byrne was hired to replace legendary coach and athletic director Bob Devaney on June 
26, 1992, becoming the 11th Nebraska Director of Athletics after 10 successful years 
at the University of Oregon. Highly respected among his peers, Byrne was named the 
Central Region NACDA/Continental Athletic Director of the Year, along with being 
recognized by the American Football Foundation in 1999. Byrne was vice-president 
and secretary-treasurer of the College Football Association and has served on the NCAA 
Special Committee on Marketing and Licensing and the Committee on Special Events. 
He is a member of the NCAA Championships Cabinet and a member of the NCAA 
Football Committee. 

Byrne is recognized as a national leader in collegiate athletics and continues to make 
an aggressive effort to place conference officials on key NCAA committees to represent 
Big 12 schools. In 1999, he served as the chairman of the Big 12 Conference Board 
of Athletic Directors and has had an active yoice in conference planning. 

Before coming to Nebraska, Byrne became one of the youngest directors of athletics

Her position changed from women's athletic director 
to associate athletic director and senior woman administrator in 1994. 

Hibner is a supporter of the progress and advancement of women's athletics at 
Nebraska and throughout the nation, In the past six years, soccer (1994), bowling 
(1997) and rifle (1998) have been added to give Nebraska a Big 12-leading 13 female 
athletic programs. 

A native of Gettysburg, Pa., Hibner earned her bachelor of science degree from Penn 
State University in 1964. She continued her education at the State University of New 
York at Cortland, receiving her master of science degree in 1970 and her Ph.D. in 
1977 from Texas Woman's University. 

Hibner came to Nebraska after serving as a successful reacher, coach and athletic 
administrator at both the high school and collegiate levels. 

She is a member of the American Association of University Women, the National 
Association for Collegiate Directors of Athletics, the National Association of Collegiate 
Women Athletic Administrators, the National Association of Athletic Marketing and 
Development and the National Association of Athletics Compliance Coordinators. 

She is also a member of the American Association of University Women, the 
National Softball Coaches Association, the Women's Basketball Coaches Association 
and the American Volleyball Coaches Association. Hibner was also a member of the 
NCAA Women's Committee on Committees from 1989 to 1991. 

Hibner is currently the chairwoman of the NCAA Division | Midwest Softball

Regarded as one of the finest and most successful 
volleyball coaches in NCAA history, Terry Pettit is 
in his second year as the coaches’ advocate for the 
Nebraska athletic department. The innovative posi- 
tion, which Pettit stepped into when he retired as 
Husker volleyball coach in December, 2000, after 23 years, was designed as a way 
to provide support to coaches at the helm of each of Nebraska's 23 sports. 

Pertit's responsibilities include meeting with and providing resources to help 
coaches effectively perform their jobs. He is also available to serve as a liaison between 
coaches and athletic department administrators. 

Before serving on the administrative staff, Pettit helped to shape the face of collegiate 
volleyball. A evo-time AVCA National Coach of the Year and nine-time league coach 
of the year, Pettit produced a 694-148-11 collegiate record and an .820 winning 
percentage. In Big Eight/Big 12 play, Pettit lost only 15 conference matches in 23 
years. Pettit’s teams captured 21 Big Eight/Big 12 Conference championships and 
advanced to the NCAA regional semifinals 16 times, the regional finals 12 times, the 
Final Four six times and the NCAA title match three times, winning the program's 
first national title in 1995, 

Under Pettit, 18 Huskers earned a total of 35 AVCA All-America certificates, In 
addition, Pettit has produced five U.S. National Team members, one Morgan Trophy 
Award winner, nwo Honda-Broderick Award winners, two Big Eight Conference 
Athletes of the Year and 11 Big Eight/Big 12 Volleyball Players of the Year. Since 1983, 
Nebraska amassed 96 Academic all-conference awards under Pettit, along with 19 
GTE/CoSIDA Academic All-Americans, four GTE/CoSIDA Academic All-Ameri- 
cans of the Year, an NCAA Top Six/Eight Award winner and an NCAA Woman of 
the Year. 

A native of Crown Point, Ind., Pettit graduated in 1968 from Manchester (Ind.) 
College with a bachelor of science degree in English. In addition, he received a master 
of fine arts degree in creative writing from the University of Arkansas in 1974. He 
took over the Husker program after a three-year stint at Louisburg Junior College in 
North Carolina where he coached volleyball and taught English literature, Pettit is 
married co the former Anne Denneler and has two daughters, Katherine and Emma 


Jane.

2001 - Outlook 

Junior Greichaly Cepero virtually redefined the setter 
position in her first season as a starter last year on her way to 
earning AVCA Player-of-the-Year honors. She was the only 
player in the nation at her position to average 1.80 kills per game 
and 1,40 blocks per game. Cepero was the only setter ranked 
among the nation’s top 20 in blocks per game and the only setter 
in the Big 12 to lead her team in kills in a single match. 

However, Nebraska Coach John Cook said che Huskers are 
looking for Cepero to evolve into a more complete setter in 2001, 
as she finished ninth in the Big 12 Conference with1 1.90 assists 
per game last season. Cepero spent much of the spring working 
on the location and consistency of her sets. 

A two-sport athlete, Cepero joined the Nebraska women’s 
basketball tear after the 2000 volleyball season and spent most 


of the summer working out with the basketball players. 


2000 - Sophomore Season 


Cepero had one of the most successful seasons by a setter in 
school history, guiding the Huskers to a No. | ranking, a 34- 
0 record and a .312 hitting percentage (second in the nation) 
in her first season at the position, Seven Huskers swung for a 
-308 hitting percentage or better under the direction of Cepero, 

Cepero was the only setter ranked in the top 10 of three 
different Big 12 categories during the regular season. She was 
10th in hitting percentage, ninth in assists per game and third 
in blocks per game. A unique setter because of her blocking 
ability, Cepero was the only setter in the country to rank among 
the nation’s top 20 in blocking (18th, 1.48 per game). Cepero 
led Nebraska in solo blocks with 28 and was responsible for 34 
percent of the Huskers’ total blocks (161 of 477.5). 

For the season, the Dorado, Puerto Rico, native, averaged 
11,90 assists, 2.14 digs, 1.48 blocks and 1.83 kills per game. 
In conference matches, Cepero tallied 1.68 blocks per game and 
2.03 kills per game. She was the only setter in the conference 
who led her team in kills in a match (11 vs. Texas Tech, Nov. 
22). 

Cepero led NU with 12 double-doubles, three of which 
were triple-doubles, She fell one dig or one kill short of a triple- 
double four times. Cepero was just one kill short of the school’s 
first quadruple-double when she produced nine kills, 46 
assists, 10 digs and 11 blocks at Texas Oct. 22. Cepero recorded 
her third triple-double of the season Nov. 8 in leading the 
Huskers to their first win in College Station, Texas, since 1997, 
as the Huskers snapped A&M's 28-match home winning 
streak. The sophomore setter posted career-best totals with 71 


assists (17.75 per game) and 18 digs (4.5 per game) while

With the victory, the Huskers broke 
the Aggies’ 28-match winning streak at 
G.Rollie White Coliseum and claimed at least 
a share of the Big 12 title with three weeks 
remaining in the regular season.

2000 - Women's Basketball 

Cepero started 16 of Nebraska’s last 17 
games after joining the basketball team in 
mid-December following the volleyball team’s

among the top three Huskers in five different 
categories, including rebounds (5.3 rpg/ 
second) and blocked shots (1.0 blg/second).

Middle blocker Amber Holmquist has already secured a 
place in Nebraska volleyball history after just two seasons with 
the Huskers. 

Holmquist was the NCAA blocking champion in 2000 
with 1.98 blocks per game, a Nebraska school record. Holmquist, 
also the single-season school record holder in block assists and 
total blocks, showed great offensive potential last season, 
averaging 3.19 kills per game and ranking fourth nationally in 
hitting percentage (.406). Nebraska Coach John Cook said the 
Huskers hope to build on that potential in 2001 and worked 
extensively in the spring on getting Holmquist the ball more 
in transition. 

Cook would also like to take advantage of a little-known talent 
of Holmquist’s -- serving. Last season, the coaching staff subbed 
a defensive specialist in the back row for the 6-4 Holmquist, but 
that will not be the case as often in 2001. Cook said Holmquist 


has one of the best serves on the ream. 


2000 - Sophomore Season 

One of three Nebraska AVCA All-Americans, Holmquist 
was the best blocker in the country in 2000, leading the nation 
with 1.98 blocks per game. She also ranked fourth nationally 
with a 406 hitting percentage. 

Holmquist added her name to the Husker recard books in 
both categories. She smashed three NU single-season records 
during the final four weeks of the season, setting new marks in 
block assists (199), total blocks (220) and blocks per game 
(1.98). Holmquist became just the third Husker to hit .400 
or berter in a single season, as she ranks second on that chart with 
a .406 hitting percentage in 2000. 

Holmquist also broke two Big 12 Conference records. She 
seta new league record with 16 total blocks at Texas Oct, 22 and 
she broke the Big 12 blocks-per-game record with a 2.14 
average. The previous mark was 1.79. Holmquist broke the Big 

2 single-season hitting percentage record set by Colorado’s 
Kelly Campbell in 1998. 

In conference matches, Holmquist hic 450 and totaled 3.39 
kills per game and 2.14 blocks per game. She hit .500 or higher 
in 14 marches and hir .600 or higher six times. From Sept. 30 
to Oct. 18, Holmquist produced an amazing six-match stretch 
in which she hit .522, .667, .750, .500, .500 and .688. She 
averaged .387 at the net against ranked opponents. 

Holmquist played one of her best matches Nov. 8 in the 
Huskers’ four-game win at Texas A&M. The Houston native 
pounded a career-best 26 kills on a .550 hitting percentage while 


posting 11 blocks in the regionally televised match,

After playing in just six of the reams first 43 games (five of 
the first 13 matches), Holmquist emerged as the catalyst for 
Nebraska's conference title run. The coaching staff started 
Holmquist for the first time at Texas A&M, but played her in 
just one game. However, after NU’s loss to the Aggies, Holmquist 
started the remainder of the season, guiding the Huskers to a 
17-2 record after a 10-4 start. 

She led the Huskers and the Big 12 Conference with a .373 
hitting percentage and ranked second averaging 1.72 blocks per 
game in league matches. Her .373 percentage would have ranked 
18th nationally if she had met the NCAA minimum for attacks. 

For the season, she had 154 kills for an average of 2.23 kills 
per game, the second-highest average on the team.

Last season, middle blocker Jenny Kropp ranked sixth 
nationally with 1.63 blocks per game and established herself 
as one of the best middle blockers in school history. As a senior 
in 2001, Kropp and junior Amber Holmquist will once again 
provide NU with the best 1-2 middle blocker combination in 
the country. 

Nebraska Coach John Cook expects Kropp to add greater 
offensive responsibilites to her role this season.

She finished the season with a .303 hitting percentage and a 
team-high 153 toral blocks. Her 580 kills were the second-best 
single-season total, 31 shy of Lisa Reitsma’s single-season record

A unanimous first-team All-Big 12 selection, Metcalf ranked 


second in the league in kills per game (18th nationally) and 
third in coral blocks, 

Metcalf reached the 1,000 career kill milestone 
against Colorado on Noy. 10 and finished with 
1,144 kills by season's end to rank ninth on the all- 
time career kill chart. She reached the 1,000 kill 
mark in 238 games, breaking Allison Weston’s school 
record of 1,000 kills through 258 games.

In her first season, a8ja mt Metcalli 
cut through opposing defenses with her 
dominating swing to help the Huskers 
advance to the NCAA Final Four. Her 
numbers were even more impressive 
considering the Huskers’ short matches. 
NU swept 25 opponents and held 16 
opponents under 25 total points. Metcalf finished the 
season with 518 kills on 1,233 attacks for a .279 hitting 
percentage. She solidified the top team blocking attack 
in the country with 1.21 blocks per game, third-best 
for NU. She was second on the team with 278 digs. 
Metcalf stepped into the national spotlight with the 
season on the line, averaging 5.71 kills per game in 
Nebraska's last nine matches to finish the season with 
an average of 4.84 kills per game. 

During that stretch, she displayed one of the best 
postseason performances in Husker history. In 
Nebraska's four-game win over Utah in the second 
round of the NCAA Tournament, she tallied 33 kills 
on 66 attacks with just one hitting error (.485 hitting 
percentage). Her 33 kills ranked as the seventh-best 
single-match performance and the second-best in NU 
postseason play. In the following match against 
Pepperdine in the regional semifinals, Metcalf became 
the first Husker to record 30 kills in back-to-back 
matches with a match-high 32 kills against the visiting Waves. 
She also posted 30 kills against Texas A&M in NU’s only 
regular-season loss, becoming the first Nebraska player to record 
three 30-kill matches in a single season. 

Metcalf’s numbers as a sophomore were among the best in 
single-season school history with 4.84 kills per game (fourth 
all-time), 518 kills (fifth all-time), 11.52 attacks per game 
(third all-time), and 1,233 attacks (fourth all-time). She shattered 
the school’s four-game school record for attacks with 80 swings 
against Penn State in the national semifinals, breaking the record 
of 64 set by Billie Winsett vs. Texas in 1995, Metcalf also broke 
the Nebraska Coliseum five-game record with 78 attacks against 
Wisconsin in the NCAA regional championship. Metcalf ranked 
21st nationally and second in the Big 12 in kills per game. She 
also ranked 10th in the conference in league hitting percentage 
(.295). A solid ball handler, she played her best defense down 
the stretch, recording then career-high digs in the last two matches 
of the season with 18 vs. Wisconsin and 19 vs. Penn State.

redshirting, Pilakowski emerged as the Huskers’ go-to threat 
in big games and posted a team-best 23 kills in the national title 
match against Wisconsin Dec, 16.

Junior Lindsay Wischmeier is the most experienced of the 
three defensive specialists on the 2001 Nebraska roster. 
Wischmeier, a former starting setter who ayeraged 2.14 digs 
per game in 2000 as a defensive specialist, was the only Husker 
who played in all 115 of NU's games last season. 

Nebraska Coach John Cook said that Wischmeier has 
nerves of steel and is the most competitive and mentally rough 
player on the team. At the service line, Wischmeier is the 
Huskers’ best under pressure and can serve consistently to any 
zone on the court to take opposing teams out of their offensive 
game plans while setting up Nebraska's block. Cook expects 


more of the same from the steady Wischmeier in 2001. 


2000 - Sophomore Season 

As a back-row substitute for sophomore middle blocker 
Amber Holmquist, Wischmeier was tied for fourth on the 
team with 2.14 digs per game. Wischmeier came up with 
several key digs Dec. 2 in Nebraska's comeback against South 
Carolina in the NCAA Tournament second round and posted 
2.75 digs per game in NU’s first two postseason matches, 
0.62 higher chan her season average.

Perhaps Wischmeier’s most impressive feat was 
leading the team in service aces with 30, which 
ranked 10th in the Big 12. She is just the second 
freshman in school history to lead the team in 
service aces, joining Kim Tonniges, who landed 36 
aces in 1991. In comparison, she had just 18 
service errors on the year. 

One of just six players to play in all 33 matches, 
Wischmeier started 10 contests and finished the 
season with 250 digs (2.23 dpg), the fourth- 
highest total on the team. 

In her first collegiate start, the former Class D- 
2 all-state selection recorded 24 assists, two service 
aces and nine digs in front of a nationally-televised 
audience against eventual Final Four participant 
Pacific. 

She stood out in big matches, recording a season- 
high 37 assists against eventual national champion 
Penn State and posted a season-best five service aces 
and 18 digs against Texas in Austin. Against top- 
25 teams, she averaged 7.06 assists, 2.16 digs and 


a team-high 0.3 service aces per game. 


Wischmeier led Lewiston High School to three 
Class D-2 state championship appearances, 
including state titles in 1995 and 1997, She was 
named to the Lincoln Journal Star Second-Team 
Super State squad and was the Class D-2 honorary 
captain.

The Perfect Season 


Nebraska surprised preseason pollsters and opponents alike in a historic national championship season 


Nebraska volleyball coach John Cook took the 
microphone at the Huskers’ preseason media day 
press conference last August with a message. NU had 
just been ranked No. 11 in Volleyball Magazine's 
preseason poll, and the first year coach wasn’t too 
happy about it. 

Cook understood why the pollsters were 
underestimating the Huskers. Nebraska would enter 
the 2000 season without its most-heralded player, 
two-time All-American Nancy Metcalf, who had 
opted to redshirt after training with the USA 
Olympic Team during the spring and summer. 

The Huskers would also feature a new coaching 
staff, a new setter (Greichaly Cepero), two new 
starting outside hitters (Kim Behrends and Laura 
Pilakowski) and a right side hitter (Angie Oxley), 
who had played exclusively on the left side for three 
years. 

But a summer trip to China had allowed the new 
coaching staff and team to bond and build trust in 
each other, Cook said, and he warned others not to 
take the 2000 version of the Nebraska volleyball ream 


‘better than us, then it's 
year in college volleyball,” 


Cook said at the time. “Because believe me, we are 
going to be pretty good.” 

However, even Cook couldn’t have predicted the 
season the Huskers would go on to have. 

The first week of the season brought a hint of 
Nebraska's true potential. The Huskers swept 
Northwestern and Georgia before Pilakowski, who 
competed in just nine matches the previous year as 
a freshman, smashed a career-high 25 kills to lead 
the Huskers to a four-game win over 13"-ranked 
Colorado State and the US Bank/Arby’s Tournament 
title. The win carried extra significance because the 
Rams were coming off an upset of then-No. 1 
UCLA in the State Farm/NACWAA Classic. 

Pilakowski, who totaled 41 kills and hit .369 on 
the weekend, was named the first Big 12 Conference 
Player of the Week. 

“We knew we could play together and work well 
as a team because of everything we learned during 
summer on our trip to China.” Pilakowski said. “I 
was confident in myself and in the team.” 

The Huskers rolled through a Sept. 4 meeting 
with Oral Roberts at the NU Coliseum, defeating 
the Golden Eagles in record-setting fashion. NU 


allowed ORU to score just one point (15-0, 15-1, 


victories in 26 of its 34 matches. 


15-0), breaking the school record for fewest points 
allowed in a three-game match. 

Nebraska burst onto the national scene the 
following week at the Sept. 8-10 Notre Dame 
Tournament, sweeping No. 16 Michigan State and 
No. 23 Notre Dame before upsetting No. 3 UCLA 
in five games. Nebraska fell behind two games to 
one after UCLA claimed a 15-13 win in game three, 
but the Huskers stormed back to hold the Bruins to 
minus .069 hitting in game four and a .000 
percentage in game five to post a 15-1 win in game 
four and a 15-10 rally-scoring win. 

Four Huskers totaled double-figure kills in the 
match, paced by Pilakowski's 20. Pilakowski also 
posted 16 digs and six blocks. Other Huskers with 
double-figure kill numbers included Amber 
Holmquist (15), Angie Oxley (11) and Jenny 
Kropp (11). Cepero recorded 53 assists, 10 digs, 
four block assists, and one solo block to earn 
tournament MVP honors. 

Nebraska was rewarded the following day with 
its firse No. 1 ranking since 1995. The Huskers 
joined the NU foorball team, which was also ranked 
No. | in the country. Playing for the first time as 


the nation’s No, 1 squad, the Nebraska volleyball

The Huskers swept 16 of their next 19 matches 


in a run that was highlighted by a historic 
November. 

An NCAA regular-season, record-breaking crowd 
of 12,504 fans cheered NU to a sweep over Colorado 
Nov. 4 at the Bob Devaney Sports Center. The 
attendance mark smashed the previous record of 
11,529, which was set Oct. 22, 1995, at the 
Nebraska-Colorado match at the Devaney Center. 

The record-breaking crowd was the second-largest 
overall in NCAA history, trailing only the 13,194 fans 
who attended the 1998 NCAA Championship match 
between Long Beach State and Penn State in Madison, 
Wis.

Volleyball needs 
this kind of attention, And what's even more impres- 
sive about the crowd is the fact that there were no 
special promotions. We didn’t give away any tickets. 
Everyone in the crowd paid to be there, and that really 
meant something.”

Noy. 15, Nebraska clinched the Big 12 title Wednes- 
day with a sweep of Iowa State at the NU Coliseum. 
The win gave NU 17 conference victories, a total that 
no other Big 12 team would be capable of equaling 
with three matches remaining in the Big 12 season, as 
second-place Kansas Stare had 12 wins by the end of 
the week. 

“It felt good to mathematically clinch the Big 12 tide 
that early,” Cook said. “People around here are used to 
winning conference titles. Coach (Terry) Peetit has about 
20 Big 12 and Big Eight rings, but for some of us, it 
was a very big deal, The coaches were all new, and most 
of the players were young, so we weren't used to that. It 
was such a great accomplishment.” 

Two weeks later, the Huskers became just the second 
team in school history to finish the regular season 
undefeated when they beat No, 22 Kansas State 15-10, 
9-15, 14-16, 15-6, 15-12 at Ahearn Field House. 
Nebraska, 20-0 in the Big 12 in 2000, also finished 
with a perfect regular-season record in 1994, 

Four Nebraska players finished with double-figure 
kill corals, led by 15 from freshman outside hitter Anna 
Schrad, who started her second straight match in place 
of Pilakowski, who underwent an appendectomy four 
days earlier. Schrad also had a career-best 17 digs.

their 19th tournament appearance and would play host 
to an NCAA Regional, 

After sweeping Princeton in the first round, the 
Huskers needed a come-from-behind effort to defeate 
South Carolina in a nail biter, claiming a 15-11, 9-15, 
13-15, 15-12, 15-13 victory over the Gamecocks be- 
fore 4,002 fans at the NU Coliseum. 

Four Huskers posted double-figure kill rotals, led 
by Holmquist’s 20. Behrends posted a career-best 18 
kills and Pilakowski cotaled 15 on a .306 hitting per- 
centage in her first significant action since undergoing 
the appendectomy Noy, 21, Kropp added 14 kills. 

After tying the match at one game cach, the Game- 
cocks (22-7) stunned the Huskers in the third when 
USC took an 11-1 lead before eventually pulling out 
the victory and going up 2-1] in the match. But Ne- 
braska found a way to win in the critical fourth game, 
Nebraska trailed 8-12 in the fourth when Schrad 
stepped to the service line for a 6-0 run that included 
three key kills from Kropp and a thunderous shot by 
Behrends that gave the Huskers a 14-12 lead. Ne- 
braska secured the 15-12, fourth-game win with Kropp 
serving on an attack error by the Gamecocks’ Nia Mackie. 

The Huskers led by as many as six in the rally- 
scoring fifth game before South Carolina cur their ad- 
vantage to 14-13 with a kill from sophomore middle d 
blocker Berna Dwyer, But the Hu ed uy 
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Pilakowski on the all-region team. 

Nebraska traveled to Richmond, Va., for the 2000 
Final Four Dec. 14-16. 

NU faced Hawaii in the national semifinal match, 
and for the fourth time in school history, Nebraska 
secured a spot in a national cide match with a 15-3, 15- 
12, 9-15, 15-10, defeat of the Rainbow Wahine Dec. 
14 before 7,784 fans at the Richmond Coliseum. 

The Huskers overpowered Hawaii (32-1) with their 
block. NU out-blocked Hawaii 23.0-7.5, with Kropp 
and Holmquist each totaling 10 blocks. 

Sophomore outside hitter Lily Kahumoku, who 
totaled a match-best 18 kills, said Hawaii struggled 
with NU’s block throughout the match. 

With the win, the Huskers broke the school record 
for consecutive victories in the modern-day era of five- 
game matches. NU produced 36 victories in 1976 
when all matches were played as rwo-out-of-three con- 
fests. 

Offensively, Kropp slammed 16 kills to tie her 
career-best, hitting at a .438 clip. The Huskers our 
blocked the Rainbow Wahine, 8-1, in the first game, 
holding them to a .000 hitting percentage. Nebraska, 
meanwhile, hit .435 as four players hit 500 or higher,

2-1, Nebraska was nearly perfect in the fourth and fifth 
games. The Huskers came roaring back in the fourth, 
breezing to a 15-2 win to tie the match. Holmquist 
came up big for NU in the fourth game, tallying seven 
kills to lead the Huskers to a .400 hitting percentage. 

The Huskers carried that momentum into the rally- 
scoring fifth game. Holding a 4-0 advantage after an 
ace by Behrends and wo kills by Pilakowski, the Husk- 
ers blew open an 11-5 lead, forcing Wisconsin to call 
a time out. A kill by senior right side hitter Oxley 
made it 12-7, and a kill by Holmquist brought NU to 
within two points of the national title. Behrends slammed 
a kill co bring the Huskers to match point at 14-9, The 
Chappell, Neb., native stepped to the service line, and 
Pilakowski smashed her 23rd kill of the match to seal 
the national championship. 

“This was hard,” Cook said after the match. “I have 
to take my hat off to Wisconsin, because they played a 
great match, They stressed us like no other team has, 
but | knew that if we could come out and get the fourth 
game, we'd win in the fifth. This has been a wonderful 
week, and I feel very blessed and very thankful. We 
took a huge risk redshirting Nancy (Meendering), but 
this team has played to its maximum ability.” 

Nebraska claimed borh AVCA Division | major 
national honors, as Cook won the AVCA Coach-of- 
the-Year award Cepero claimed AVCA Player-of-the-

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Year honors Dee, 15, Cook guided Nebraska to a 34- 
0 record, a No, 1 ranking, a Big 12 Conference cham- 
pionship and a spot in the NCAA title match in his 
first season at the helm, 

Cepero won the award after virtually re-defining 
the setter position this season, Using perhaps the finest 
all-around game in the nation, Cepero directed the 
Huskers to a .312 hitting percentage (second in the 
nation) in her first season at the position. For the sea- 
son, the Dorado, Puerto Rico, native, averaged 11.90 
assists, 2.14 digs, 1.48 blocks and 1.83 kills per game 
on a .322 hitting percentage. Cepero was just the third 
sophomore in NCAA history to win the national player- 
of-the-year award. The others were Teee Williams (Ha- 
waii, 1987) and Bev Oden (Stanford, 1990). 

Pilakowski joined Cepero on the AVCA All-America 
first team after producing 4.30 kills and 2.63 digs per 
game. Pilakowski posted a .336 hitting efficiency, the 
highest percentage by an outside hitter in the Big 12 in 
2000. 

Holmquist earned second team honors and was the 
nation’s blocking champion, averaging 1.98 per game. 
In the final three weeks of the season, Holmquist set 
new NU single-season records for block assists (199),

A three-year starter on the left side for NU, senior Angie 
Oxley moved to the right side for the 2000 season when two- 
time All-American Nancy Meendering elected to redshirt 
after training with the U.S. Olympic Team in the off-season. 
Oxley provided the Huskers with solid numbers at the posi- 
tion, leading the team in digs with 2.87 per game en route 
to setting a new school record for career digs with 1,086. 

Oxley also ranked second on the ream with 35 service 
aces, She produced 1.92 kills per game on a .308 hitting 
percentage, which ranked 19th in the league. 

Nicknamed “Stealth” by NU Coach John Cook, Oxley 
was a stabilizing force for the Huskers during the NCAA 
Tournament, Oxley produced 21 digs in Nebraska's 3-2 win 
over South Carolina, a mark that is tied for ninth on NU’s all- 
time postseason chart. Oxley also combined for 3.09 digs per 
game, 2.09 kills per game and seven service aces in NCAA 


Tournament play. 


1999 - Junior Season 


Oxley had her bese season ever as a Husker, earning 
honorable-mention All-Big 12 honors after finishing second 
on the team in digs (323) and third in kills (218). A .217 
hitter on the year, Oxley continued to improve as a blocker, 
finishing with 12 solo blocks, the second-highest total on the 
squad. She played in 31 of 33 matches and earned the starting 
nod at outside hitter in 26 matches, 

She was one of Nebraska's best performers in big matches, 
averaging 2.47 kills with a .224 hitting percentage against 
top-25 teams. Oxley was second on the team with nine double- 
doubles, highlighted by a season-high 15 kills, 17 digs and 
a team-best .433 hitting percentage in the four game win over 
Texas A&M. 

One of the league's best servers, Oxley helped the Huskers 
run points, dropping 19 service aces, while committing just 
21 faults at the service line, She surprised Texas with a career- 
best four service aces in Austin. 

For the year, she had 21 matches with 10 or more digs, 


including 15 or more digs on six occasions.

performance of the season. Oxley’s offensive numbers dropped 
after the match, as she had six or more kills just three times 
through the final 21 matches. She remained a defensive force for 
the Huskers, recording double-figure digs in eight of the last 21 
matches. In the Huskers’ four-game win over Texas A&M, she 
nearly matched her season-high with 18 digs. Oxley was an 
aggressive player at the service line and was fourth on the team 
with 21 service aces. She was also a first-team academic All-Big

1897 - Freshman Season 

Oxley became the first player in the history of the Nebraska 
volleyball program to be pulled out of a redshirt season, as 
Coach Terry Pettit called upon Oxley to aid the Husker attack 17 
matches into the season because of team injuries, She became the 
Huskers’ secret weapon on offense and defense and was named 
the Big 12 Freshman of the Year after starting the final 17 
matches of the season and averaging 2.84 kills per game (third 
on the team). 

She joined Mandy Monson as one of the top defensive players, 
posting 174 digs for 3.16 digs per game, the second-best per 
game average on the squad. Oxley had double-digit kills in nine 
of her 17 matches and double-figure digs in 10 matches, 
including seven double-doubles. Her best performance of the 
season came against Kansas Stare, when she broke the Nebraska 
Coliseum record for digs in a three-game match with a career- 
high 22. She finished 10th in the Big 12 averaging 3.16 digs 
per game. Oxley recorded a career-best 16 kills in a win at Texas 
Tech.

2000 - Senior Season: In her first season as a 
starter, Kim Behrends produced solid numbers, 
ranking fifth on the team in kills per game (2.17) 
and third on the team in digs per game (2.49). 
The senior outside hitter had the hot hand for 
NU in the NCAA Tournament, producing 2.30 
kills per game and 3.00 digs per game in postseason play. Behrends also produced 
a team-best 10 service aces in the tournament and served the final three points of the 
2000 national championship match. Behrends posted a career-best 18 kills and 14 
digs in NU’s 3-2 win over South Carolina in the second round of the NCAA 
Tournament. 

A wwo-time first-team academic All-Big 12 selection, Behrends led the team 
with 36 service aces and finished the regular season and ranked fourth in the Big 12 


with 0.38 per game. 


1995 - Junior Season: Behrends played in 22 marches and 47 games as a junior, 
earning the starting nod in six matches early in the season. She was seventh on the 
team with 87 kills for an average of 1.85 kills per game and recorded a .203 hitting 
percentage. Defensively, she recorded 80 digs and 10 blocks for an average of 1.70 
digs per game and 0,21 blocks per game. Behrends excelled for the Huskers with 
the season on the line, hitting .333 in limited NCAA Tournament play with five 


kills on 12 attacks. 


1998 - Sophomore Season: Behrends carned rwo starts as a sophomore after Mandy 
Monson went down with a sprained knee in the second match of the season. Behrends 
earned the starting nod against two-time defending national champion Stanford and 
against San Diego State in the San Diego State Invite, Behrends had three kills and hic 
.100 against the Cardinal, but notched season highs with nine kills, 22 attacks, a 409 


hitting percentage and nine digs against the Aztecs, 


1887 - Freshman Season: Despite being one of the most touted yolleyball prepsters in 
Nebraska high school history, Behrends, a walk-on, saw limited action in nine 
matches while adjusting to collegiate volleyball. She posted a season-best six kills and 
four digs in the conference finale against Texas and had five kills and a .364 hicting 


percentage against Tennessee. She totaled 15 digs in her limited back-row play. 


High School - A 1996 Volleyball Magazine first-team All-American, Behrends was 
tabbed as the National High School Player-of-the-Year runner-up by thar publication. 
The 1997 Lincoln Journal Star Nebraska High School Athlete of the Year and a finalist 
for the Omaha World-Herald High School Athlete of the Year, she was a first-team All-

2000 - Senior Season: Jill McWilliams en- 
tered the 2000 season with a new role after shar- 
ing the setting duties in Nebraska's 6-2 offense in 
1999. NU Coach John Cook decided to revert 
back to a 5-1 offense and use the more athletic 
Greichaly Cepero as che starter. In order to continue to take advantage of McWilliams’ 
consistent play, Cook has played her as a defensive specialist and a backup setter. 

McWilliams averaged 0.91 digs per game as a back-row sub. She started five 
matches this season, and she played the entire Iowa State match ar the setter position, 


posting a season-best 41 assists. 


1988 ~ Junior Season: McWilliams shared the starting setter role with freshman 
Lindsay Wischmeier in Nebraska's two-setter offense as a junior and helped guide 
the Huskers to a second consecutive Big 12 championship and the NCAA regional 
semifinals, Nebraska's difficult owo setter formation did not slow the Huskers offensively, 
as Nebraska's .258 team hitting percentage was cops in the Big 12. 

A starter in 22 matches, McWilliams played a career-high 112 games, missing 
action in just two games all season. She finished the season with 725 assists for an 
average of 6.47 assists per game. Defensively she recorded 172 digs, an average of 1.54 
per game. Off the court, she was named first-team academic All-Big 12 for the third 


straight year. 


1998 - Sophomore Season: McWilliams played in 11 games in seven matches as a 
sophomore, but curned heads in her first career start. Starting in place of injured All-

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History 


A bulletin advertising an opening for 
the head volleyball coach’s job ac Nebraska 
had been discarded in a wastebasket in the 
coaches’ office at Louisburg College. Paul 
Sanderford, the first-year head coach of the 
women’s basketball team at che North 
Carolina junior college, retrieved the bulletin 
from the wastebasket and handed it to Terry 
Pettit, the school’s head volleyball coach. 

Without that assist from Sanderford, 
Pettit, an aspiring English teacher with a 
background in creative writing and poetry 
as well as coaching, would not have known 
about the opening. If he had not known 
about the opening, he would not have 
applied. And if he had not applied and been 
hired, the history of Husker volleyball 
would been altered dramatically, because 
he and Husker volleyball became one and 
the same, 

Pettit was the Nebraska volleyball coach 
from 1977 to 1999 -- all but two years of 
the program's first 25 years of existence. 
Pat Sullivan, the Huskers’ first volleyball 
coach, compiled an 83-21 record in two 
seasons of competition sanctioned by the 
Association of Intercollegiate Athletics for 
Women, 

Before 1975, Nebraska didn’t sponsor 
women’s athletic teams. If women wanted 
to compete, they did so on loosely organized 
and unfunded club teams. It had been that 
way since the early 1900s, when a women's 
basketball team occasionally competed 
against teams from outside the university. 

Basketball was introduced in the 
university's physical education classes for 
sophomore women in 1896, and as was 
the case with male students, class teams competed against 
each other, 

Nebraska's first all-university women’s team was 
organized in 1896 and included the best players 
regardless of class, according to the Nebraska State Journal. 
The team never lost, which should not be surprising, 
given how it was chosen and the quality of its intramural 
competition. 

The first women's basketball game played before an 
audience was part of the university’s sixth annual 


gymnasium ebibipen t in uy spring of 1897, according

playing on the earliest teams. She was captain of the first 
team to play against an opponent from outside the 
university in March of 1898. Pound, who also was the 
first all-university tennis champion, scored 11 points in 
a 15-7 victory against a team from Council Bluffs, lowa. 

In April of 1901, the university sponsored a women’s 
state tournament under Pound's direction at Grant 
Memorial Hall. Nebraska was represented by an A team 
and a B team in a field that included teams from the 
Omaha YWCA, Lincoln High School and Wahoo High 
School. Nebraska's A team won the two-day competition 
and a month later won a rematch with the Omaha YWCA 
in Omaha. 

In November of 1901, Nebraska played a team 
from the University of Missouri at Grant Hall, “the first 


intercollegiate match for girls ever played in the west,” 


according to the Nebraska State Journal. 
Missouri was no match for its more 
experienced — and to that point 
undefeated — opponent, losing 31-4. 

The Nebraska women did not suffer 
their first defeat until 1904, when they 
lost to a ream from the University of 
Minnesota at Minneapolis after opening 
an abbreviated schedule by shutting out a 
team from the Lincoln YWCA. The 
Nebraska women avenged the Minnesota 
loss two weeks later in Lincoln. 

The Nebraska women played games 
against the University of Minnesota, 
home-and-home two weeks apart, again 
in March of 1908, losing both, the second 
after a five-minute overtime. 

Before the Minnesota games, 
Nebraska had defeated Nebraska Wesleyan 
to finish what was to be its final season 
with a 1-2 record against outside 
competition. University women were 
allowed to compete in basketball, as well 
as other sports, only in physical education 
classes after April 24, 1908. 

In response to the concerns of faculty 
members, who considered such activity 
inappropriate, the university board of 
regents abolished intercollegiate athletics 
for women. If not for the passing of Title 
IX by Congress in 1972, there probably 
would not be women’s intercollegiate 
athletics now. 

Initially, “there wasn't an embracing 
of women’s athletics,” Pettit said. “It’s like 
any civil rights movement almost. It's 
tolerated, and you have to educate the 
public as to what it means. Today if you 
asked on a ballot if women should have 
the opportunity to compete in sports, there would be an 
overwhelming majority of people who would support 
it. But that wasn't the case in the 1970s. 

“One of the things that allowed Nebraska to be 
successful was that we jumped in with both feet,” Pettit 
said. “Nebraska decided: “Well, if we're going to do this, 
let’s do it well.’ Whereas some schools were hesitant to 
get going, Nebraska was one of the first to offer 
scholarships. In any endeavor, if you're among the first, 
that gives you a tremendous advantage, and you continue 
to reap the benefits years later.” 

Under Pertit’s direction, volleyball became to Husker 
women's athletics what football is to the Nebraska men’s 
Petrit’s teams advanced to the NCAA 


Tournament semifinals six times, and his 1995 team 


program. 


won the national championship, defeating Texas in the 
finals at Amherst, Mass. 

The 1995 Huskers finished 32-1, with their only 
loss coming against Stanford in the second match of the 
season. Senior Allison Weston was the national Co-Player 
of the Year and among three first-team All-Americans 
from Nebraska. The others were Christy Johnson and 
Lisa Reitsma. 

Weston, a middle blocker, earned first-team All- 
America honors three times, the only Husker to do so. 
But Nebraska consistently has been represented on All- 
America teams since 1980, when Terri Kanouse became 
the Huskers’ first volleyball All-American, as selected 
by the AIAW. 

Three Huskers have earned first- or second-team 
All-America honors from the American Volleyball 
Coaches Association in the same season eight times since 
1984 — most recently in 2000, when Greichaly Cepero 
and Laura Pilakowski were named first team and Amber 
Holmquist earned second team honors. 

The 2000 All-Americans led the Huskers to their 
second national title in what was supposed to be a 
transition year under new head coach John Cook, who 
took over after Pertit’s retirement following the 1999 
season. 

In 1978, Kanouse and Shandi Pettine were the first 
Nebraska volleyball players to be recruited with full 
scholarships, and by 1981, Pettit could award 12 
scholarships. “We had a full complement,” he said. “And 
that put us ahead of some schools. A lot of major 
universities had that, but it probably wasn’t until the late 
1980s that the majority of (NCAA) Division I schools 
were fully funded.” 

Those first Nebraska teams included primarily in- 
state athletes. But Kanouse was from Indiana and Pettine 
was from Colorado, evidence not only of Pettir’s interest 
in expanding the Huskers’ recruiting base bur also of 
the respect his program was earning beyond the state's 
borders. 

Nepo, one of only six setters in NCAA history to 
earn All-America certificates three times (she was a second- 
team selection asa junior in 1996), came from Honolulu, 
Hawaii. 

Karen Dahlgren, an All-American in 1985 and 
1986, and Loseke, whose career was cut short by a knee 
injury, walked on, another element of the volleyball 
program's consistent success shared by the foorball 
program. “We don’t have 50 walk-ons, but if we can get 
one good one a year, it pays off,” Pettit said. 

The 1981 and 1982 recruits , which included Cathy 
Noth (from Iowa) and Mary Buysse (from Minnesota), 
gave the Huskers “two really good classes in a row,” Pettit 
said. And, except for Dahlgren, who redshirted, they 
helped get Nebraska into the NCAA Tournament for 


the first time,

The Huskers had wallet Tor the AIAW = ae 
tournament in 1978 at Tuscaloosa, Ala., but “there was 
no excitement because nobody here gor to see the matches,” 
Pettit said. 

That changed in 1982, when Nebraska defeated a 
Penn State team coached by Russ Rose (Pertit's assistant 
in 1977) in the NCAA Tournament’ first round before 
a large and enthusiastic crowd at the NU Coliseum, 

“That was a dramatic step for the program,” Pettit 
said. “It was the first time we really had an opportunity 


to market something. I don't chink anything changes the 


perception of an athletic program like hosting an NCAA 


From then on, we were always playing, always hosting.” 

The Huskers have qualified for 19 consecutive 
NCAA Tournaments, which “may be our biggest 
achievement is the consistency. We're always very 
competitive,” Pettit said. 

Nebraska reached the NCAA finals for the first time 
in 1986, Dahlgren’s senior season, defeating Stanford 
in the semifinals but losing to Pacific on its home court 
in Stockton, Calif. 

Three seasons later, the persistent Huskers were back 
in the NCAA title match, losing to Long Beach State 
(after defeating UCLA) at Honolulu, Hawaii. Pettit 
realized then that his program had progressed to a point 
where winning the national championship was a realistic 
goal. 

Several other factors have contributed to the success 
of the Nebraska volleyball program, according to Pettit, 
including Director of Athletics Bill Byrne, who was 
hired in 1992, and the Coliseum, which was refurbished 
and reconfigured specifically as a volleyball facility in 
1993, 

The tireless Byrne provided that sense of importance 
by his presence at Nebraska athletic events. 

“I don't know how he does it, but I was never at an 


event here where Bill wasn't there, whether it was a 


swimming and diving meet or whatever,” Pertir said.

“That changed the department, and you see that reflected 
in the success of other sports. I know it impacted women’s 
volleyball.” 

The intimacy of the Coliseum is a significant factor 


in fan support, which has kept Nebraska among the 
nation’s leaders in attendance. The Huskers set an NCAA 
regular-season attendance record in 2000, when 12,504 
fans attended Nebraska's match against Colorado Noy. 
4 at the Bob Devaney Sports Center. 

The Coliseum, however, is Nebraska's home. 

“I believe it is a major reason for interest,” Pettit said. 
“People like the building. They like watching events 
here,” Pettit said. “It’s an intimare facility. It’s a collegiate 
facility. You walk into the big fieldhouses, and you could 
be anywhere in the country. Bur you know when you're 
in this building you're at the University of Nebraska.” 

Fans also know what co expect from the Husker 
teams that play there. 

“They know what type of effort they're going to see," 
Pettit said. “The fans are only 10 or 15 feet removed 
from the playing court, so they can tell whether or not 
there's enthusiasm, whether or not people (the athletes) 
are communicating. That's what they really come to see. 
It certainly helps that Nebraska wins, The winning gets 
you there the first time. Bur you can't have a great 
enterprise, whether it be a business or an athletic team, 
unless you have an identity. 

“People have that feeling about Nebraska volleyball. 
They know exactly whar it is. They know what type of 
athlete is on the court. They know the style of play. They 
know the effort, They know the consistency. They know 
that she’s a good student. And they know that she's a 
solid citizen when she goes on to her career after volleyball.” 

The attraction wasn't immediate. Though the 
program has been successful from the beginning, it 
experienced some lean times as far as interest and support. 

“It’s been a slow, consistent growth,” Pertir said. “I 
think thar fits Nebraskans. They aren't real impressed 
with flash or something that just happens in the short 
term, What they want to sec is progress oyer the long 
run. ‘Show me thar you'll continue to get the job done.’ 
If you do thar, then they'll ride with you even when 
things aren't so good.”

Attack Attempt: The attempt by one team to terminate 
the play by hitting the ball to the floor on the opponent's 
side. 


adidas: The official sponsor of Nebraska's uniforms 
and shoes. 


Ace: A serve that results directly in a point. 


Antenna: The red-and-white striped pole attached to 
the net that extends 32 inches above the net and indicates 
out-of-bounds along the sideline. 


Assist: Passing or setting the ball to a teammate who 
attacks the ball for a kill. 


Block: The action of stopping or slowing a spiked ball 
with the hands above the net. 


Block, Assist: When two or three players attempt to 
block the ball. 


Block, Solo: When only one player successfully attempts 
to block the ball. 


Back Row Attack: When a back row player jumps 
from behind the 10-foot line and attacks the ball. 


Court Dimensions: 59 feet from end line to end line, 
29 feet 6 inches wide. 


Cross-Court Attack: An attack thar is directed 
diagonally from the point of attack. 


Dig: The act of retrieving an attacked ball close to the 
floor and making a successful pass.

International pursuit: an experimental rule for 2001- 
2002, international pursuit can be implemented in a 
match by agreement of both coaches. The rule allows for 
a player to retrieve a ball (on second contact) that has 
crossed the plane of the net to the opponent's free space, 
provided that player does not couch the opponent's court 
and sends the ball back to their court, over or outside the 
antennas, for an opportunity for the third contact.

Substitution: Allows one player to replace another 
player already on the court.

Side Out: An exchange of serve when one team fails to 
score a point.

As a sophomore in 2000, 
Greichaly Cepero became the 
first Nebraska setter to earn 
AVCA Division | Player of the 
Year honors. The lanky, 
athletic setter virtually 
redefined the position in her 
first season as NU’s starting 
setter. Cepero produced the 
most impressive all-around A 
numbers in the nation, 
averaging 11.90 assists, 
2.14 digs, 1.48 blocks and 
1.83 kills per game while 
leading the Huskers to a 
.312 hitting percentage. A 
unique setter because of her 
blocking ability, Cepero was 
the only setter in the 
country to rank 
among the 
nation’s top 20 
in blocking. 


~ The most decorated of all the 
NU setters, Lori Endicott joined 
the U.S. National Team in 1988 
and was a mainstay at setter for 
eight years. She participated in the 
1992 and the 1996 Olympic games, 
earning a bronze medal in the 1992 
Barcelona Olympics. A two-time All- 
America and three-time All-Big Eight 
performer, Endicott was the Big Eight Player 
of the Year in 1987 and 1988 and was a GTE/ 
CoSIDA Academic All-American in 1988.

Career Exploration 

Knowing that less than 1 percent ofall 
collegiate athletes advance to 
professional sports, Nebraska 
pioneered a comprehensive Career 
Counseling Program for student- 
athletes in 1988. This program has 
been modeled by many other NCAA 
institutions and is now a component 
of the NCAA Life Skills Program. The 
exploration phase has programs 
designed to help with career selection 
and clarification. These programs 
include: interest inventories, 
Nebraska Career Information System 
(an interactive computerized career 
guidance program), monthly career 
nights, career fairs, shadowing 
experiences, internships and 
cooperative education. 

Career Planning 

An important aspect of preparing for 
a career is the teaching of job- 
development skills. At Nebraska, 
methods are taught to improve these 
skills, including resume development, 
cover-letter writing, job search 
strategies, interviewing skills, and 
graduate, law and medical school 
placement assistance. ; 
Career & Graduate School Placement 
Assistance is provided in securing 
full-time employment upon 
graduation. Both the University Career 
Services office and Alumni office play 
an instrumental role in the placement 
process. Guidance is also provided 
for those with plans for graduate 
education. Student-athletes have 
access to graduate career fairs, test 
preparation, application workshops 
and postgraduate scholarships. 


Featuring one of the most 
innovative and 
comprehensive academic 
support systems in the 
country, the University of 
Nebraska is dedicated to 
helping its student-athletes 
become outstanding leaders 
in their chosen fields.
